While he was with them he 
translated the initials of his com- 
mand—PGC—as “People Going 
Crazy.” At Teheran he enjoyed 
the daily sight of Mt. Demevand, 
snow-capped and beautiful 
against the background of the 
Elburz ranges, and little else. He 
was dismayed by the city’s pub- 
lic water supplies running in the 
gutters and realized the infant 
mortality rate of about 65 per- 
cent was probably underesti- 
mated. At Khorramshahr, sand 
fleas ate him, dust storms and 
prickly heat harassed him: the 
air stank of oil and b. zaar smells. 
At Abadan, on the low, humid 
delta of the river called Shatt-al- 
Arab, which is a huge, wide 
stream formed by the meeting of 
the Tigris and the Euphrates, he 
baked and steamed, living per- 
petually in a stink of oil refin- 
eries. 


Most of the Persian Gulf Com- 
mand believed some sort of revo- 
lution inegitable, and many of 
them were all for it, being fed 
up with the Shah, the callousness 
of the ruling families and the re- 
sultant misery of the people. 

But few indeed would have be- 
Heved that within less than 10 
years wretched little Iran would 
prove to be one of the spots 
where the third world war would 
have an excellent chance of be- 
ginning. 


Tension 


Today there is that chance, 
Oil is the immediate problem. 


But, it goes deeper. When there 
Was no oil, Iran was one of the 
paths of conquest and a *diplo- 
matic and economic battleground 
betweeh Russtan and British -in- 
terests. | 

It is not a large country, be- 
fng 628,000 square miles of land, 
largely mountainous or eroded 
plateau. Russia borders it on 
the North and East. On tthe West 
are Iraq and Turkey, both sec- 
ondary objectives of the Soviet 
plan of aggression. The Persian 
Gulf is on the South. 

Its people are a part of all 
those who have passed — and 
thousands have used Iran and 
its neighbors as a bridge of war 
between the continents of Asia, 
Europe and Africa. The Medes 
and Persians came from Eurasia. 
Semitic and Turkish tribes passed 
through it, stopping for long pe- 
riods of time. In the llth and 
12th centuries large numbers of 
Turks settled there, and Turkish 
speaking peoples yet are there 
fin a half dozen regions. There 
are Arabs and tribes descended 
from Genghis Khan. The nation’s 
population is about 16,000,000. Of 
these 65 percent live on the land 
and 20 percent re nomadic 
tribes, and 200, are engaged 
in industry. Illiteracy, ignorance, 
disease, and superstition are rife. 
Holy War 

Most of the Iranians are Mos- 
lems—of the She-ite sect, which 
is even more fanatic than the 
Sunnite groups, such as are found 
in Egypt. A holy war would be 
easy to begin. The Communists 
seek one against the British and 
Americans there. 

The first great Persian em- 

was that of the sixth century 

. C. Alexander overcame it, and 
the divisions which sprang up 
after his rule ended were drowned 
in the great armed flood pouring 
out of Arabia in the seventh 
century, converting to Islam all 
those they did not kill. The Mon- 

ls, led by a grandson of 

ghis Khan conquered it and 
Timur overcame it a century 
later. Out of his passing and the 
inevitable political vacuum came 
the Ottoman Turks. 

Persia lost two wars to Rus- 
sia (1813 and 1828), and much 
territory. In 1907 Britain and 
Russia divided Persia into two 
spheres of influence, with a neu- 
tral zone between, but Russian 

etration increased, to be in- 
pted—and ended for that 
period—by the First World War. 
In that conflict Iran was a bat- 
tleground for Turkish, Russian 
and British forces. 

In 1921 the father of the pres- 
ent Shah led a revolt and took 
power. The present state begins 
with him. In 1946 the UN suc- 
ceeded in removing Russian 
troops from northern Persia. 
They would come back today if 
Britain were to use military 
means at Abadan to hold the re- 
finery. This is the chief horn 
of the dilemma.

TV-Movie Merger 


Sets 


Trade A-Buzz 


By PAUL JONES 


What is the merger of United Paramount Theaters 
and the American Broadcasting Company going to mean 
to the movie and television trades? 


A number of people in New 
York and Hollywood are won- 
dering just that today. Will it 
mean the eventual wedding of 
the two fields? Will this give 
Paramount, which controls the 
Roxy, Fox and Paramount the- 
aters here, an upper hand in the 
big screen television field? Will 
other movie firms follow suit? 

The likely answer to all those 
questions is “yes.” 

With a television and radio 
network as a roommate, Para- 
mount no doubt will develop 
big screen theater television 
throughout its vast circuit of 
theaters which blanket the 
United States. 

Paramount probably realized 
there was more truth than 
poetry in the axiom, “If you 
can't beat ’'em, join ’em.” And 
other major producing and re- 
leasing firms are sure to adopt 
the same slogan and put up a 
united teevee-movie front. 

The merger is bound to give 

Paramount a head-start in de- 
velopment of the field. For 
while 20th Century-Fox’ and 
other major companies own 
television stations on the West 
Coast, a network is indis- 
pensible in operating radio 
and video on a big scale. 

Implications of this move 
caught both industries napping 
—a rumor recently was circu- 
lated that CBS was attempting 
to buy the radio teevee chain— 
are going to be ‘ar reaching. 
The television networks will be 
* affeeted because Paramount Pic- 
tures, a part of tne Paramount 
organization, now can be wooed 
over to producing films for the 
home theater screen. 

The two fields have too much 
in common “to have been: so 
widely separated. A merger 
was inevitable and it is to Para- 
mount’s credit that it stepped in 
to swing the first blow. The 
two industries can work to the 
good of each other on com- 
patible terms. Divided they 
would have continued a battle 
to an unhealthy standstill.

Dr. Brown says, “If you’re in 
a strange town and it’s a big 
town, call the Medical Associa- 
tion or the Doctors’ Registry. 
If it’s a small. town, the police 
or the state patrol, the tele- 
phone operator or the local 
druggist will refer you to a 
physician.” 


He said, “If you know 
ahead of time that you are 
moving to a new city, your 
own family physician will be 
glad to refer you te another 
doctor in the new city.” 


“If you have made no ad- 
vance preparations, the best 
way to locate a doctor is to 
call the Medical Association or 
the County Medical Society 
and tell what kind of physician 
is wanted ...a specialist or a 
general practitioner.

For the medium-sized 
boxers, setters, and bird dogs 
the price is $1.25 per day and 
for the larger ones (Great Danes 
and the like) the rate is $2. It’s 
$7 per week for the small ones 
or $28 per month. This includes 
stripping, trimming and bathing. 
Each dog has an individual ken- 
nel and run.” 

Another kennel owner classi- 
fies his “boarders” only as small Fe 
or large ones. The small ones 
are boarded for $7 per week and 
the large ones, $8.50. This is 
for board, food and care. There 
is an extra charge at this place 
for bathing, stripping and “e 
ming. No sick dogs are acceptéd. 
The owners say they can board 
and breed as many as 125 dogs 
at a time. Kennels are six by 
10 feet with a 40-foot runway 
outside. 

For sick pets a leading veteri- 
nary says: 

“Consultation and office treat- 
ment is $3.50. There is a mini- 

. mum charge of $2. Hospital 
rates average about $1 per day. 
Clipping costs about $4. It’s now 
no longer necessary to destroy a 
dog because his leg is broken.

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The Dilemma in Iran 


The dilemma of the West in Iran is 


growing. : 

And make no mistake about it, Iran 
is not simply a British problem, as so 
many in this country would like to think. 

If nationalization of the operations of 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company result in 
Russia getting her hands on Iran’s rich 
fields, the British fleet, the armies and air 
forces of Western Europe and the whole 
economy of that region shall be crippled. 
Stalin could find no better way to disrupt 
the North Atlantic Treaty Alliance. 

Our own oil supply is directly involved. 

The ugly mood of Iran is indicated in 
thé cries already going up in Teheran for 
nationalization of American oil installa- 
tiens on the Bahrein Islands in the Per- 


sian Gulf. Iran’s claim to these islands is 


doubtful but the intense nationalist feeling 
there is blind to legal technicalities, as dis- 
regard for the British contract well shows. 

Iran’s temper also is an indication of the 
growing nationalist feeling that is sweep- 
ing through all the Middle East, scene of 
some of the world’s prized oil fields and of 
heavy American irvestments, The United 
States imports 3.000.000 barrels of oil a 
year from the Middle East. Fortunately, 


Another Election Problem 


Election difficulties are nothing new 
to Georgia. ' 


Now the state finds itself in the predica- 
ment of being required by law to hold an 
election on Aug. 7, but there are no candi- 
dates because it already is too late to qual- 
ify. The law provides that candidates 
shall be certified 90 days prior to the elec- 
tion and Aug. 7 is only 75 days away. 


Probably no one ever would have missed 
the election except for the fact that three 
solicitors general are serving unexpired 
terms by appointment. Being state offi- 


most of this country’s production comes 
from the Western H but loss of 
the Middle Eastern fields would put im- 
possible demands on this output.

down the rest. That would deprive Britain 
and Europe of urgently needed oil. 

The British are reluctant to send troops. 
Not only would the nationalist sentiment 
be the more inflamed, but there also is 
danger the 1921 Soviet-Iranian Treaty, 
which authorizes Russia to send troops into 
Iran if she considers her security menaced, 
might be invoked. That would mean world 
war and it is the other horn of the dilemma.

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“Hundreds of thousands of poor people, 
the old, infirm, infants, the sick, fleeing 
night and day across country, over the ice 
of frozen streams, in temperature at zero, 
no shelter at night but that obtained from 
huddling together and from such of their 
belongings as are on their backs or ox or 
small two-wheeled carts, driven to all this 
by one seemingly overpowering fear, the 
fear of government by Communists. 

“Is not the issue truly whether some 
day our women, our babies, our sick and 
our aged are to be driven forth by Asiatic 
masters, or now while yet there’s time, this 
America and our allies may extinguish all 
petty issues and unite with all they have 
to destroy the greatest peril we have ever 
known?” 

Surely this succinct statement puts the 
Korean war into proper perspective.

(The following letter, from a fifth grade teach- 
er in a Georgia school, should be read not only by 
the time-clock advocates on the State Board of 

Education but by every taxpayer in the state—JT.) 


I'd like for you to know 


That 40-hour week for teaching that you’ve heard so much about 
has brought forth many comments but I’d like for you to hear 
another side—mine! 

Tears are streaming down my face this minute because I’ve 
utterly failed in explaining to my dearest friend that hours cannot 
be counted if Georgia wants real teachers. 

It isn’t the hours that count! The time the cher spends in 
the schoolroom, at faculty meetings (county, district, state), GEA, 
PTA meetings (and work), in service traming groups, money-mak- 
ing projects, studying, planning or correcting papers. That counts 
up to a few hours, I admit! 

I'm not counting her part in the community and recreational 
activities. church services, teaching Sunday school, leading junior 
organizations, Bible school, helping with Red Cross, infantile paraly- 
sis cancer heart and other worthy drives. That is expected 
because "you are a teacher and I'll admit there’s not time—not 
schoo! time. . 

But how about those hours spent worrying over the child who 
is sad and depressed? He can’t do his work in the schoolroom 
because of some sorrow that overshadows the hours you try to 
make happy. Sometimes it’s home life, perhaps it isn’t that serious 


_ but it is-serious to him. You spend untold time trying to invent 


ways you can help him. Whose time? 3 

How about that boy whose parents are capable of feeding and 
clothing him but just don’t? You worry out that until some 
sympathetic friend gives you money to feed him and then hunt 
someone with a pair of shoes his size to give him. 

What about the pupil that has everything? He’s a problem 
that calls for time, too. Whose time is it when the teacher is 
devising ways to help that child become a good citizen of Georgia 
i. spite of being spoiled and pampered? That calls for time! 
Whose? 

Is it state time when the lights are out and you lie in bed 
wondering about that little girl with the hacking cough whose 
parents don’t respond to your pleas about her condition? It takes 
time to determine the diplomatic way to get this little girl X-rayed 
without incurring the rage of her parents. It isn’t state time, 
or is it? 

Whose time is it when you dash madly home from school and 
make a quick change to get to the funeral of a relative of one of 
your pupils so you may let him know you love him and care? 

What about the little girl who dances so beautifully and 
enjoys it, yet she says she can’t perform on recital night? Is it 
state time when you get to the bottom of the matter and discover 
that she has no way to come or suitable clothes and you find a 
second-hand dress that will fill the bill if you do a little alteration, 
get a neighbor to bring her, and then make a corsage so she’ll have 
This takes time. 

And one that wrings your heart is the case of the physically 
handicapped child that is found too often in every group. Is it 
state time when the teacher, wherever she may be, is thinking of 
ways she may help adjust this child? That is time spent day 
and night! 

Enough of this. There are as many cases as the teacher has 
pupils, What I’m trying to say is that the teacher’s time cannot 
be timed! No state department or board of education can time it. 

If an attempt is made to nut a teacher’s time on a monetary 
basis, what will happen? . Will Georgia teachers decide to just 
teach? Will they work out their time and let the many things 
that go for character building go undone? Teachers have stood a 
lot! They love their work but—how much? There’s a limit 
somewhere. If Georgia wants teachers who will train boys and 
girls to be good citizens, they had better stop and consider this 
time business from both angles. 

Yes, there are many teachers who feel like this or why have 
they stayed with the profession? Those who don“ love it have 
already gone to fresh pastures with greener grass. Why, then, 
can’t the powers that be get down to earth and get together while 
they’re coming down and give the teacher a chance?

The Chance for 


Peace Is Better 


WASHINGTON—The terrible punishment we 

have been inflicting on the Chinese Communists 

\ in their latest offensive lends plausibility to the 

current crop of peace rufhors that the Peiping regime may soon 
seek a negotiated tettlement of the Korean conflict. 

That has’ been our chief aim and. purpose all along. Gen. 
Omar Bradley, head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, defined it clearly 
enough the other day in his testimony before the Senate committee 
investigating Far Eastern palicy. Questioned on the objectives of 
the K fighting, he had this to say: 

“From the military point of view,” he said, “that by inflicting 
severe casualties on the enemy and proving to them that they are 
not invincible, that they cannot gain by aggressive action, that it 
is too costly a matter, that they have been let down by Russia in 
getting in, then they will be willing to negotiate peace with the 
United Nations.” 

The toll we have been taking,of the Chinese Reds has been 
fearsome. In the first five days of round two in the present spring 
offensive they have suffered losses totaling between 60,000 and 
70,000 men, with nearly 25,000 of these sustained on one day. 

The answer to these unbelievable figures is the vastly superior 
firepower and stamina of our forces. Our operations in Korea have 
become a slaughterhouse action. 

The question naturally arises how long can the Communists 
take this kind of punishment? Limitless as the Chinese popula- 
tion may be, there is yet a limit to what its trained armies’ may 
yield. Its forces are by no means so inexhaustible that they can 
afford to suffer losses so great, and in one abortive offensive 
after another. 


Sane? If the Chinese Communist leaders are sane, therefore, 

it is only logical to assume that in time they will col- 
lect their wits sufficiently to realize the futility of their efforts. 
When that time comes they wil] be ready to enter into a negotiated 
peace. It would seem to be approaching now, in view of their 
failure in the second spring offensive. 

It simply does not make sense that the slaughter wil! be allowed 
to continue, especially since there is such a wide disparity between 
our losses and those of the Chinese Reds. Hence the peace feelers 
that have been in th air carry some validity. It is quite possible 
that we could wind up with a negotiated settlement of the Korean 


affair within the next few weeks, or months.

When you have children, the old man said, you have given hostages to fortune. 

And the same might be true, maybe in a lesser degree, when you give your love 

to a dog. We learned the anatomy of grief the spring we were 13 when a big, rangy 

black setter, to whom we had given our heart six years before, died a slow and 

agonizing death from poison put out by sheep raisers. No matter how else you tell 

oe the time, your childhood really ends—as Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings. beautifully 
related in “The Yearling”—the day you become acquainted with that kind of grief and loss> We 
learned there was cruelty afoot in the world and that not all grownups can be trusted with the 
thing you love most. “Bo” died and we were ill With grief and our parents, noting that bay blossoms 


were blooming in the swamp and that young 


mustard greens were curling in gseen rows in 
the garden, said merely that * was spring and 
we needed a tonic. 

But we never forgot “Bo” and we probably 
never will. We had other dogs, but he had a 
special talent for companionship. When our par- 
ents didn’t understand us, “Bo” somehow did. 
He could match his mood to ours and as long as 
we live when we walk down a country road in 
the fall we will see the dark plume of his tail 
moving jauntily ahead of us, the light in his topaz 
eyes as he looks back to learn which turn we 
will take. 

That’s why the grief expressed in a letter 
from Mrs. Louisa Roberts the other day seemed 
very understandable to us. Mrs. Roberts, as those 
of you who read the want ad and news columns 
may have noted, lost a little cocker puppy named 
“Cricket” a couple of weeks ago. “Cricket,” 
small-boned and aristocratic with a white and 
red body and freckles on her nose, was on lend- 
lease to some friends who live near Moore's Mill 
Road and Bolton Road. She was put out for an 
airing and the noise of a passing motorcycle 
frightened her. Mrs. Roberts searched for her 
tirelessly and then finally, worn with worry and 
uncertainty, announced that she would give 
“Cricket” to her finders, replete with registra- 
tion papers showing her fine family background, 


in exchange for the knowledge that the puppy, 


was well and happy. 

“We've walked miles and driven hours with 
the other dogs, ‘Wumpie’ and ‘Frolic,’ to try and 
find her and almost anything would be better 
than this listening at night to strange barks,” 
wrote Mrs. Roberts. “Three times Sunday night 
I went to the kennel, peering into woods to find 
the ‘something white’ was just a piece of paper 
... Stopping the car nights at dead things by the 
road ...and wondering if Cricket is on a lonely 
dump some place. If I could find her and she is 
happy and being well cared for, I'd give the reg- 
istration papers to the person who has her or I'd 
give a reward for her return or a registered 
puppy, any color.” 

Mrs. Roberts carefully added her telephone 
numbers at home and at.the office of the U. 5S. 
Colle¢tor of’ Internal Revenue, where she Works. 

“I know, I think,” she added sadly, “how the 
mother.of a kidnaped child must suffer.” 


The story of Mrs. Roberts’ loss would make 
you think it was a mistake to make yourself vul- 
nerable by loving a dog—and yet, hundreds, of 
people, those who have children and those who 
don’t have children, are not afraid to give such 
a hostage to fortune. There’s simply no point in 
trying to weigh the deep pleasure and satisfac- 
tion they give you against the possibility of loss. 

For instance, there’s a family in Decatur that 
must live in a perpetual state of excitement be- 
cause of a pugnacious fox terrier named “Rip.” 
“Rip” is about four years old and periodically 
he gets in terrible fights with other males of his 
acquaintance over some charming lady dog. Once 
“Rip” was so badly maimed his folks had to 
commit him to the Decatur Veterinary Hospital 
for a complete overhaul. Since then, when he gets 
in a fight and gets roughed up a bit, he goes 
straight to the hospital and applies for treatment. 

“We find him scratching at the door and 
whimpering,” an attendant reported, “and we 
take him in, bandage him up and call his family.”

A Case of Time and Season 


One of the hardest things to learn is the time and season for the various plants 
in rotation or with relationship to other plants. We have many new farmers (God 
bless ‘em) straining and striving to work out these relationships and the effort is 
baffling. Last week there were four,men here from Oklahoma looking over our 
Front Porch farming system and two of them could not .get the idea of rescue 

| grass following kudzu, although we stood knee-deep in a kudzu patch and there 
were small patches of the rescue grass going to seed right there where we stood. And again recently 
@® group of men from.South Carolina went through the same agony. Here is the story, as of today: 


Kydzu grows from the time-frost has departed 
until frost reappears next year. We use the kudzu 
for grazing from September 15 until it is just 
‘about gone. This depends on the weather; if it 
is quite cold the kudzu doesn’t last as long for 
grazing purposes as it does if the weather is 
warmer. 


Let us say we take the cattle out of the 
kudzu fields about November 15. This field 
will be nonproductive until next summer un- 
less we have some crop growing in it that 
oan take the cold weather. Let us say we 
decide te use rescue grass because it is per- 
ennial and also can withstand the cold. 


, As soon as we take the cattle from the kudzu 
field on November 15 we broadcast rescue grass 
seed (the first time) and lightly harrow the kudzu 
residue so that the rescue seed will get in contact 
with the soil, The rescue grass will pop out

quickly, grow vigorously, and furnish grazing for 
the latter part of the winter. 

We move the cattle from the rescue grass 
(the kudzu field) about April 5. The rescue grass 
will then go to seed. The kudzu, with its vigor- 
ous climbing habits, will cover up the rescue geass 
(seed and all) about August 1. You won't be able 
to see the rescue grass growing in the. kudzu 
until along about September 15 again, when you 
turn the cattle in the kudzu field to eat down the 
kudzu. And there the rescue grass will be, all 
ready to pursue its growth over again. 

With this combination, the grazier gets about 
four to five tons of dry matter, according to Bert 
Hendrickson, of the Soil Conservation Service 
Experiment Station at Watkinsville, depending 
upon the quality of the land. He gets, also, graz- 
ing when he needs it. Fall is the dry time; late 
winter is another critical period for grazing. After 
the first planting the rescue grass comes up by 
itself, either from roots-or from seed. Or from 
both, i

a Hiroshima, Nagasaki and Bikini. 
Oak Ridge, Berkeley and Chicago, in Iowa, Nevada, New York and Ohio. And in 19 universities. 


There are major research centers at Los Alamos, 
More 


than 80,000 workers are involved, and the land area occupied by the facilities comes to 2,800 square 
miles—equal to the states of Delaware and Rhode Island combined. 


The Atomic Energy Commission now has a 
capital investment that ranks its operations just 
behind those of the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. and U. S. Steel as the major indus- 
trial enterprise of the nation. New building, a 
uranium processing plant at Fernald, Ohio, a 
billion-dollar H-bomb plant in South Carolina 
and a half-billion-doller plant in Kentucky will 
move AEC well ahead of A. T. & T. and Steel. 

But—and it’s a big but—our atomic energy 
activities amount to less than three per cent 
of the defense budget! _ 


THE RESULTS of Hollywood's gingerly sup- 
port of Cmdr. E. F. McDonald’s “phonevision” 
system—the piping of up-to-date films into pri- 
vate television homes for a fee (which appéars 
on the telephone bill)—are now available. 

The young president of Zenith reports: 

“Over 300 families who participated in the 
experiment saw movies in their homes at a sus- 
tained high rate that astonished our optimists 
and astounded our skeptics. Qur attendance rate 
was three and a half times greater than the 
.47 times per week which is considered the av- 
erage for American movie attendance in the 
theaters.” 

TV-movie subscribers spent an average of

ture,.for TV alone, would be $1,250,000.

A Plant Trip

It is always surprising these days when everyone gives so much 
attention to the quality, nutritive value and ingredients of food to 


find people who still think there is some mystery in margarine. 


The primary ingredients used in making margarine are as fa- 
Margarine is made from products 


miliar as bread, milk and eggs. 


of American farms, 44 of our 48 states produce the ingredients that 


go into it. 

Modern margarine is nothing 
more mysterious than a special 
combination of vegetable fats, 
pasteurized, cultured skim milk, 
salt, vitamin A (some brands 


have vitamin D added also, ), and, 
in the case of yellow margarine, 
a pure’vegetable coloring. All 
the ingredients are plainly 
listed on the label. 

Would you believe it? Over 
985,000,000 pounds of margarine 
were manufactured and eaten 
last year. That’s a mammoth 
production figure for any food. 


This week we teok an ex- 
cited but happy June bride- 
to-be, Louise McKie, on a trip 
through a margarine plant. 
Louise, whose wedding is June 
15 to Robert M. Taft, plans to 
settle down, after a glamorous 
wedding trip, to the job of 
homemaking in the Peachtree 
Hills Apartments. Young 
brides like Louise will find 
margarine a very thrifty food 
to help stretch grocery dol- 
lars these days. 


Our first look was at the 
“ab’’—all spice and span like a 
Dutch dairy. Here’s' where 
technicians and scientists, trail- 
ing long degrees after their 
names, test the margarine that's 
being made, what will be made 
and what might be made. Over 
175 tests are taken daily to 
check the margarine in produc- 
tion. Short fat test tubes, long 
thin test tubes—so many of 
them one wonders how they 
know what’s in them all. They 
even have a machine called a 
spectrophotometer that measures 
how much Vitamin A is in the 
margarine. 

There’s 15,000 U. S. P. units of 
Vitamin A in 99 percent of all 
brands of margarine. 


In the margarine plant be- 
gins the first of a line of es- 
sential processes necessary to 
convert the farm products into 
a flavorful, nutritious food. 
Each shiny, stainless steel vat 
represented a particular op- 
eration. Pasteurized skim 
milk was in the first tank be- 
ing repasteurized for extra 
purity. Next, a little “mother 
culture” was added to the. 
repasteurized milk to develop 
the desired flavor. Then the 
cultured milk and the vege- 
table oils, to which fine table 
salt, pure vegetable coloring, 
and Vitamin A have been 
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added, are emulsified in big 
churns. The emulsified milk 
and oil then flows inte a ma- 


chine which solidifies it and 
sends it on—a finished prod- 
uct—to be wrapped and 
packaged. 


Margarine not only is a qual- 
ity product, it’s economical—a 
fact which endears it to many 
a homemaker. It’s wonderful for 
cakes, frostings, pies—in fact, 
it’s good for all cooking. 

Margarine is one of the basic 
“7” food groups recommended 
by the Bureau of Human Nutri- 
tion and Home Economics. We 
should have two to three level 
tablespoons of margarine (or 
butter) included in our meals 
each day. 


If budgeting the grocery bill 
is a problem, don’t have a fear 
about using margarine. The 
National Research Council’s 
Committee on Foods and Nu- 
trition says: “The present 
scientifie evidence indicates 
that when fortified margarine 
(and 99 per cent is fortified) is 
used in place of butter in a 
mixed diet no nutritional dif- 
ference can be observed.”

All three roasts are prepared 


in this same manner. Place the 
roast on a rack in an open roast- 
ing pan. Do not add water and 
do not cover the pan. If you 
ugée a roast meat thermometer 
you will know exactly when the 
roast has reached the well done 


stage. 
Insert the thermometer into 


the roast before you place it in 
the oven so that the bulb is 
neither resting in fat nor on 
bone. Set the oven regulator at 
350 degrees and roast the meat 
until the thermometer reaches 
the 185 degree mark. This will 
take from 45 to 50 minutes per 
pound for a blade or sirloin 
roast. A center pork loin will 
take about 10 minutes per pound 
less cooking time. 


GARNISHES 


Whipped sweet potatoes on 
toast rounds are a novel garnish 
for the roast pork platter. To 
prepare them, use your large 
cooky cutter and cut out toast 
rounds.
